Sunday at the Paris Exposition 
Marred by a Calamity. 



NEARLY FIFTY PERSONS CRUSHED. 



Ltructure Fell With a Fearrul Crash 
Upon (jluy Promenade rs In the 
Street Below — Killed 
uud tired. 



PariB, April 30.— An accident within 
the exposition grounds caused the 
death of six persons and the injury of 
40. A temporary bridge gave way. 

The accident threw a pall over the 
happiness of an immense throng who 
had profited by the magnificent weath- 
er to visit the exposition. Sunday's 
was probably the record attendance. 
Not merely the Interior of the grounds, 
but the precincts also, were crowded, 
and the concourse was particularly 
great along the Avenue De Sufren, 
which forms the northern boundary of 
the grounds. Here is situated a big 
Bide show, the Celestial Globe. A foot- 
bridge, on which the finishing touches 
were being put, crosses the Avenue De 
Sufren, connecting the side show with 
the exhibition. It was constructed ot 
wood. Strangely enough the bridge 
had been condemned in the morning as 
unsafe by the exposition authorities. 
The public was therefore not allowed 
to go upon the structure, and in thh 
way a disaster even more terrible than 
that which occurred was averted. 

The gay crowd was passing along 
the avenue and some hundred or more 
persons were walking beneath the 
bridge, when suddenly an ominous 
crash was heard. Before those under- 
neath could turn aside the structure 
fell with a fearful crash, burying near- 
ly 60. A shout of horror rose from the 
spectators, mingled with the cries of 
the victims. For a moment nothing 
could be distinguished but a cloud of 
dust and plaster. A scene of the great- 
est excitement and confusion followed. 
But this was only for a few seconds. 
Almost immediately the crowd at- 
tacked the debris in an effort to re- 
lease those lying beneath. 

The workmen within the grounds 
who had witnessed the accident, the po- 
lice and the republican guards, to- 
gether with quite a number of soldiers, 
joined In the rescue work. The prom- 
enaders forgot their Sunday attire and 
covered themselves with dirt and 
grime In tearing away the rubbish 
with their hands. Wooden beams and 
poles were brought from the half-fin- 
ished buildings near by and were used 
as levers to raise the fallen mass. 

The victims first recovered were 
mostly only the injured, the dead be- 
ing found later beneath the center of 
the structure. Messengers were dis- 
patched to bring firemen and sappers 
with their equipments, and the first 
body was found after a quarter of an 
hour's frantic labor. It was that of a 
little girl about seven years old, whos; 
heid was horribly crushed. Victim 
after victim was brought to light until 
a row of six mutilated corpses had 
been placed upon the sidewalk and 
nearly 40 other persons, some badly 
and others less seriously injured, had 
been carried in ambulances or driven 
to the hospitals. The dead are three 
men, two women and one child. The 
weighty plaster towers seem to be re- 
sponsible for the^ fall of the structure. 

FILIPI NO STAT ESMAN 

Is Captured While Sick and Is Con- 
veyed to S in Fernando. 
Manilla, April 30. — Major General 
Lloyd Wheaton reports that Senor 
P&terno, the former president of the 
Filipino cabinet, was captured in the 
mountains near Trinidad, province of 
Benguet, April 25. Paterno recently, 
through relatives in Manilla, requested 
and received permission to enter the 
American lines, but failed to appear. 
His relatives explained he had been 
sick a long time, and was an invalid. 
He was brought to San Fernando on a 
litter ambulance by soldiers of the 
Fortieth regiment. 

Wilton's Views. 
Kansas City, April 30.— William L. 
Wilson, author of the Wilson tariff 
bill, while iu this city en route from 
Hot Springs to Nebraska City, said: 
"It is to be McKlnley and Bryan. Mr 
Cleveland will not allow his name to 
be mentioned, and Dewey will not get 
an opportunity to see himself voted 
down. Bryan will be nominated, but 
conditions are so changed that the 
campaign will be on new lines. Both 
sides have so many new conditions to 
confront that the old tactics will not 
do. I think the Democrats will win 
We shall go into the fight solid."

CUILDI NG COLL APSES. 

Shocking DUaater to Workmen In 
Structure at Birmingham. 
Birmingham, Ala., April 30.— <By the 
collapse of the framework of the main 
building of the Dlmmick Pipe and 
Foundry company in the course of 
erection at North Birmingham, two 
men are dead and 11 are Injured, at 
least two of whom will die. 

The building was 300 feet long and 
100 feet wide. While an immense 
team was being placed In position on 
the roof 30 feet above the ground It 
fell and striking the noxt beam 
knocked it down. The second beam 
knocked down the third, and so on 
until 26 beams had fallen, causing a 
general collapse of the structure. 

About 30 men were at work on the 
building at the time, and of this num- 
ber 13 were on the superstructure 
went down In the wreckage. Those ou 
the ground floor began to leap out of 
the doors and windows as soon as the 
first beam fell, and all escaped unin- 
jured. 

The dead are: James McWhorter 
and David White. William McWhor- 
ter, head crushed and Internally in- 
jured, will die. D. O. Patillo, fractured 
Jaw and concussion of back, will prob- 
ably die. 

Texas Flood Situation. 

W T aco, Tex.. April 30.— The flood sit- 
uation is very much improved, the des- 
titute and suffering being nearly all 
all provided with wearing apparel and 
foodstuffs. The principal difficulty the 
committee of organized charities, who 
have the distribution of the supplies 
in charge, are meeting with, is a pl.ee 
to house the homeless. Many houses 
contain several families, while many 
are living In tents waiting to see If the 
predicted overflow of the Brazos ma- 
terializes. The prospects of the Brazos 
not overflowing are exceedingly bright. 
The crop situation in tho bottoms is 
considerably worse than in the fori er 
deluge several weeks ago, and many 
of them will have to be replanted. 

Methodist Confereuoe. 
Chicago, April 80.— The Rev. David 
S. Monroe, secretary of the Methodist 
general conference, which meets In 
Chicago Wednesday, declares that the 
question of seating of the provisional 
delegates will bring on the first discus- 
sion after the conference convenes. It 
will require only 189 votes from the 
665 regular delegates to rule out the 
provisional representatives, but it is 
thought the laymen will get more than 
the required two-thirds vote of the 
conference. The proposed admission 
of women delegates also is expected to 
cause a warm debate.

PROCESS MAY BE ISSUED THIS WEEK 



Document Said to Be In the Posse*, 
siou or Judge Cantrtll — llear» 
lug Begun ou the Mo- 
lions For Bail. 



Frankfort, Ky., April 30.— Governor 
W. S. Taylor is here. He was met by 
lba large number of leading citizens at 
the depot. He stated that he returned 
to silence the rumors that he wa3 en- 
deavoring to escape indictment. Htj 
friends Insist that these rumors were 
started by some one who took advan- 
tage of his absence. After attending 
to the matter of ascertaining whether 
there is an indictment against him he 
will return to Washington. 

The presence of Governor Taylor in 
this city was known to the local offi- 
cers and to those In charge of the 
prosecution, and the fact that a war- 
rant of arrest was not served upon him 
is now construed to mean that the in- 
dictment In this case will be held Dp 
and no process Issued on it for several 
days. The indictment was returned in 
open court after those against Flnley, 
Powers, Culton and others were re- 
turned, but It was not entered as of 
record and is now understood to be in 
the possession of Judge Cantrill. 

Filed Their Brief. 
Washington, April 30.— Counsel for 
Hon. William S. Taylor and John 
Marshall, in the contest in the su- 
preme court over the offices of gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor of Ken- 
tucky, filed their brief In the case in 
the court After reviewing the various 
points Involved In the case the brief 
concludes as follows: "We will not 
attempt any resume of the argument; 
we have attempted to so divide it as 
not to confuse it; we simply insist that 
the pretended 'adjudication,' which is 
pleaded by Mr. Beckham as the 
foundation of his action whereby he 
seeks to take from William S. Taylor 
and John Marshall the offices to which 
they certainly had the admitted prima 
facie right and whereby he seeks to 
make himself the governor of Ken- 
tucky and the chief magistrate of her 
people Is an absolute nullity." 

Ball Cases. 

Frankfort, Ky., April 30.— Seven of 
those charged with being either prin- 
cipals or accessories in the murder of 
William Goebel were arraigned in the 
circuit court. Those arraigned are Ca- 
leb Powers, Henry E. Youtsey, Har- 
land Whitaker, John W. Davis, W. H. 
Culton, Wharton Golden and Richard 
Combs, alias "Tallow Dick," colored. 
Motions for bail are to be made in 
each case, and motions for a change* 
of venue have been applied for by 
Powers, Davis, Whittaker and Combs. 
The large array of witnesses who have 
been summoned to give testimony were 
put upon recognizance bonds, and the 
hearing of witnesses will consume sev- 
eral days. 

Beckham's Brief. 

Washington, April 30. — Lewis Mc- 
Quown, attorney for J. C. W. Beck- 
ham, filed his brief in the supreme 
court in the case involving the title to 
the governorship of Kentucky. Ou the 
motion to dismiss, for want of jurisdic- 
tion in the supreme court, it is con- 
tended that the provisions of the con- 
stitution and statutes of Kentucky 
governing the trial of contested elec- 
tions for governor, afford "due process 
of law" within the meaning of the 
fourteenth amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the United States. 



Holds an Undisputed Claim. 
Frankfort, Ky., April 30.— Attorney 
General Breckinridge enjoys the dis- 
tinction of being the only state officer 
In Kentucky whose title is not In liti- 
gation. Judge Clifton J. Pratt, the 
Republican contestee, as anticipated 
several days ago, quit the contest, and 
on failure of him to file a supersedeas 
bond, the undisputed title passed to 
Breckinridge. 

Mortgages In Cuba. 
Havana, April 30.— Today the term 
expired during which claims for the 
payment ot mortgages upon rural and 
city properties have been held unen- 
forclble at law. The papers assert 
that a large number will be forced to 
sell land at auction in order to meet 
their obligations. Senor Plerra, dis- 
cussing the question, said: "Additional 
grace to debtors on city property ought 
never to have been given. During the 
war payments of such debts were en- 
forced. Moreover, the value of city 
property increased 26 per cent during 
the war, and consequently creditors 
have every right to enforce their 
tlaims."

Washington, April 30. — The feature 
ef the week in the house will be th? 
Niesragua canal bill, which will be 
considered Tuesday and Wednesday. 
The elimination of the section relative 
to the fortification of the canal io- 
moves the objections entertained to it 
by thu friends of the Hay-Pauncefolf 
treaty, but because of that very fact 
the resentment of some of the Demo- 
crats has been aroused. Thursday will 
be given up to the consideration of the 
"Free homes" bill and Friday to war 
claims. Today Is District of Columbia 
day. 

In the Senate. 

Washington, April 30.— The week 
will be given up largely to the Alaskan 
code bill and to appropriation bills in 
the senate. Senator Hawley, chair- 
man of the committee on military af- 
fairs, called up the army appropriation 
bill today, and when this bill will be* 
disposed of It is probable that the for- 
tifications bill will be taken up. There 
also will be an effort to secure final 
disposition of the Alaskan bill. Sena- 
tor Chandler on Wednesday will ask 
consideration of the resolution in the 
case of Senator Clark of Montana. On 
Thursday the senate will listen to eulo 
glea on the late Representative Baird 
of Louisiana. 



Populists unci Bryan. 

Philadelphia, April 30.— According to 
Wharton Barker of this city, who has 
received the Indorsement of some of 
the Populist state conventions for 
president, there will be between 800 
and 1,000 delegates at the Cincinnati 
convention. Asked as to the effect of 
his nomination for the presidency by 
the Populists on Mr. Bryan's candi- 
dacy, Mr. Barker Bald: "There can no 
longer be a doubt In the mind of any 
one who considers the situation that 
at least 1,500,000 of the 2,000,000 Pop- 
ulist votes cast for Mr. Bryan in 18% 
will this year be lost to him and cast 
for the presidential candidate of the 
People's party. The Democrats will 
probably give the nomination to some 
one else, and thus invite the gold Dem- 
ocrats back into the fold." 

Gieat Railway Strike Imminent. 

Buffalo, April 30.— The striking em- 
ployes of the New York Central have 
given the company until 1 o'clock to 
grant their demands. If the conces 
Blons are not made by that time, it is 
the intention of the strike leaders to 
extend the strike, and they predict that 
it will be the largest In the history of 
railroads of the east. They claim that 
all they have to do is to remove the 
restraint under which they have been 
holding railroad men, and that it will 
then run through the entire New York 
Central system In the state and cripple 
nearly every road entering Buffalo. 

Due to Drink. 

Newark, N. J.. April 30. — Edward 
Norley, 45, went to the home of C. W. 
Stuart, whore his wife is employed as 
a domestic, and attempted to kill her. 
He entered the kitchen, threw her on 
the floor, drew a razor from his pocket 
and Inflicted seven gashes about her 
neck. Leaving her, as he supposed, to 
die, he went into the rear yard and 
cut his own throat with the same 
weapon. He died in an hour. The 
woman will recover. 

Failed to Agree. 

Denver, April 30. — The Jury in the 
case of Attorney W. W. Anderson, 
charged with an attempt to kill H. H. 
Tammen, one of the proprietors of the 
Denver Post, whom he shot on Jan. 13 
last, was unable to agree upon a ver- 
dict and was discharged at noon. 

To Be Courtmartlaled. 

Berlin, April 30.— Captain Kannen- 
berg, who was charged with having 
committed a number of cruel deeds tn 
German East Africa, has arrived here 
to be tried by courtmartlal.

TO RECUPERATE AT THE CAPITAL 



Advance Toward Pretoria May Ba 

Delayed Indefinitely -English 

Forces to QarfltOfl 
Thaba N'Chu. 



London, April 30.— The enly dlipatCn 
from Lord Roberta was the usual list 
of deaths and sicknesses. The flood of 
newspaper dispatches describing the 
recent operations throws no light 
whatever upon the present position of 
affairs or upon the great question as 
to when the main advance is to begin. 
The Standard's announcement that 
General French's cavalry is returning 
to Bloemfonteln Is clear proof that 
there Is no further hope of catching 
the retreating Boers, and the London 
papers are beginning to display Impa- 
tience at the practical failure of the 
elaborate operations of lust week. 

The Standard says: "It Is disheart- 
ening to find that these elaborate ma- 
neuvers have had so small a result." 

The Dally Chronicle remarks: "We 
are reluctant to criticise Lord Roborts, 
but it is impossible to shut our eyes 
to the fact that, during the last 10 
days, we have gained very little from 
our enormous display of force." 

Without doubt these operations have 
been of a very exhausting nature, and 
will entail further delay. The Bloem 
fontein correspondent of The Times, 
writing on March I, after the Paardo- 
berg affair, describes Lord Roberts' 
army as a "wreck" because it was 
without horses and without transport. 
The Bloemfonteln correspondent of 
The Post speaks now of the urgent 
need at present and always of more 
horses. 

A special dispatch from Thaba 
N'Chu, dated Thursday, describing the 
fight at lsraelspoort, which is about 
seven miles west of Thaba N'Chu, 
says: "Three hundred Boers were 
strongly intrenched on two kopjes. The 
place of honor was given to the Cana- 
dians, who advanced very cleverly tin 
der their dashing commander. Colonel 
Otter. The Boers reserved their fire 
until the Canadians had reached the 
wire entanglements. Then they opened 
with a terrific hail of bullets. The 
Canadians, however, had taken goo 1 
cover, and were not greatly damaged. 
They were ably supported in the as- 
sault by the Grahamstown horse. Sue 
cessive rushes brought them right up 
to the kopjes, when Colonel Otter wa.s 
struck twice, one bulk-t inflicting a 
nasty but not dangerous wound in the 
neck, and the other tearing the ban- 
dages from his shoulder. But he still 
cheered his men on until the kopjes 
were carried. The Boers bolted. Tho 
British losses were 20 In killed and 
wounded." 

On occupying Thaba N'Chu the Brit- 
ish found the stores and houses all 
looted by the Boers. The natives com- 
plain of having their horses and cattle 
stolen and of cruel treatment. The 
English residents were subjected to 
taunts and insults. 

Coiiimandeerei' All Forage. 
Blocmfontein, April 30.— The recent 
operations have ttnJid to clcir the 
military situation. General Pole-Ca- 
rew's progress through the country ha* 
brought home to the Free Staters tho 
fact that the policy of leniency has 
been abandoned. Besides seizing th*j 
stock of farmers who, after having 
given their submission, were found 
fighting, he commandeered all tho 
available forage, giving receipts for 
the same, and this will prevent the 
Boers using the resources of the coun- 
try. The Loers are now evidently re- 
turning in order to concentrate for ap- 
posing the British advanoa. 

To Hold Thaba N'Chu. 

Bloemfontein, April 30. — It is under- 
stood that the British will continue to 
hold Thaba N'Chu owing to Its strat- 
egic importance, and especially with a 
view of checking future raids. The 
commandoes that -had recently bean 
operating in the direction of Thaba 
N'Chu are melttng away, the Boers 
quietly returning to their farm9, and 
many of them taking the oath of alle- 
giance. 



Thaba N'Chu. April 30 — The adja- 
tent country Is now clear, the Boers 
having retired toward Ladybrand.

The delegates to the 
district convention were instructed for

J udge Wads- 
worth welcomed the new recruit, saying 
that while "the lamp holds out to burn 
the vilest sinner might return."

CINCINNATI TOBACCO MARKET. 

The Onal Spring Lull Still Prevails-Very 
Little Fancy Goods Now Being 
Offered. 

The Cincinnati Leaf Tobacco Warebousj Com- 
pany aayc 

"The lull that usually aflecia-tbe tobacco 
market adversely in the early spring, and came 
this year with the first week of the present 
month, is still with us. While the winter order 
tobacco Is not materially hurt, still the condi- 
tion of It Is not desirable. Quite a few hogs- 
heads prlred In February and March are opening 
somewhat stained, though otherwise in fair con- 
dition i still the uncertainty as to how long they 
will keep is materially affecting prices, and all 
such tobaccos meet a slower market as compared 
with a month ago. The short bright trashes, 
when in dry condition, sell for full prices, and If 
there is any change in the market on theac sort* 
we think It is for the better. Anything In this 
line in soft condition, however, meets an easier 
market. 

"Very few fancy lugs are being offered ; these 
will come later In keeping order. There is prac- 
tically no change in the market for good to fancy 
leaf, still top prices are less frequent; this how- 
ever, is at least partly explained by the small 
offering. 

"Good to fine old leaf is In moderate demand 
at fairly good prices, and, while there is more 
life in the bidding for these grades, It requires 
excellent merit to bring pood prices. The com- 
moner grades of old are not In favor with the 
buying element, and in most instances appear as 
neglected. By comparison these appear to be 
the cheapest tobacco on the market. 

"A few hogsheads of redried new were offered 
the past week, and when these were reached the 
bidding was spirited, and prices realized clearly 
demonstrated that new/obacco in keeping con- 
dition Is appreciated, and buyers are willing to 
pay good prices for It."
